UNPRECEDENTED snow storms are 
reported from Virginia northward. 


ONE of the greatest financial panics 
of recent times is confidently pre- 
dicted by the knowing ones as the 
outcome of the present speculative 
rage in the stock market. 


THE president hassent to the len- 
ate a letter from the secretary of the 
interior, calling for $18,000,000 ad- 
ditional pension appropriations as in- 
dispensible for the current year. 


THERE was a meeting at the court 
house a few weeks ago for organizing a 
permanent democratic club. Nothing 
definite was done about organization 
at that time, and the meeting ad- 
journed with ^the understanding of 
further action in the near future. 
We call attention to the matter now, 
that those interested may know that 
something is epxpected of them. 


THE assembling oi a camp of peo- 
ple within the limits of Kansas, but

Just why the govern- 
ment has not broken up and dispers- 
ed this camp of "land grabbers," and 
thus shown a disposition to keep its 
faith with the Indians, is perhaps to 
be answered by saying that the gov- 
ernnent connot see any prospect for 
popularity in doing so. Behind this 
camp of would be invaders 
and 
egging 
them 
' on 
in 
their 
undertaking are to be found others 
that the government seems afraid to 
offend. 
These last, composed of 
parties Jargelv interested in railroad 
enterprises, to be carried into or 
through the Indian Territory, have 
their agents at Washington watching 
the run of things there, ready to seize 
the, first opportunity for a grant,bonus, 
or other form of coneesstion that can 
be relied on as a means for getting 
into possession. In earlier days these 
men would have been called "border 
ruffians,'^ and their projects would 
have excited an indignation that 
would have served all the purposes of 
a campaign cry. What the issue ot 
it will be—whether the government 
will stand fast to its treaty obligations 
by driving off the hungry horde, or 
,8ufier it to carry out its purposes of 
invasion and occupation of the best 
parts of the territory, remains to be 
seen. 


OARFIi:L.fc> A N » T H K T A R I F F . 
The free trade sentiment of some 
eastern republicans is beginning to 
assert it'self. Disguised for awhile in 
the closing week or so of the presi- 
dential campaign, they feel sure that 
as Mr. Garfield is a member of the 
Cobden Free Trade club, he will yet 
assert himself in favor of its princi- 
ples, and after all they are safer with 
Garfield on a protection platform 
than they would have been with 
Hancock on a platform committing 
him to "a tariff for revenue only." 
The only trouble on the minds of re- 
publican free traders is that as Garfield 
is under greater obligation to the pro- 
tectionists that furnished the funds 
that made the campaign successful, 
than he is 
under 
to 
the free 
traders that sought to defeat time, he 
may find himself in the position of 
the ass between the two bundles of hay 
—inclination drawing him in one di- 
rection towards free trade, and his 
sense of obligation for favors received 


forcing him in the other towardaprotec- 
tio|i and monopoliefl. But on whieh- 
eyf^ aide of the fence the i n d e n t 
elect nuij ^fon^i^ he cannot nope to 
remain very long in his doubtful po> 
aition—and it will be an amusing 
light to witness the 
toaale among 
republicans when the tariff problem 
eomes to be discuased. 


Whatever may have been the effect 
upon ^ e parties engaged in jester- 
day's quarrel in the house of repre- 
sentatives, there can be no doubt of 
the disgust it excited among the by- 
standing members that witnessed it. 
It is almost impo8sii>le for one not a 
witness, and who forms his opinions 
of it from the account given by tele- 
graph, to imagine hew two men, rep- 
resenting congressional districts in 
Xllinpis and Iowa, could have been 
betrayed into so gross an outrage. To 
say that it would have been disgrace- 
ful between two ward bummers in 
some low place of carousal, would be 
doing 
injustice to the bummers. 
That it did actually 
happen in 
the popular branch of the Ameri- 
can 
congress 
is a shame 
and 
a disgrace, not only to the two bullies 
engaged in it, and to the districts they 
represent, but to the whole American 
people. The name of each of these 
two men should henceforth be held 
as synonimous with national disgrace 
and dishonor. The house owes it to 
itself to expel them both. It will 
take a more deliberate and deep-seated 
repentance than can arise upon formal 
apologies for ordinary offenses to 
purge these offenders, and to vindi- 
gate the outrage done upon the con* 
greas of the United States. The im- 
mediate constituents, too, should 
have an opportunity for dealing with 
them. It is idle to hope to banish 
such scenes from the house until 
every member is made to feel that he 
is to be made to walk the plank just 
as sure as he becomes a party to one 
of them.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 22. — After
